The January , 1957* administrative reports 
from all offices reflect that the total pending active 
matters in classifications 65, 100 and 105 increased 
from 15,880 to IS, 882. The delinquent items decreased 
from 1,80? to 1.485.

Y/hile it is recognized that the retention of these 
security flashes, even though a subject's name is deleted 
from the Security Index, may be of some potential value, 
particularly with respect to items 1 and 4 referred to 
previously, it is not felt that we should change our present 
policy of requiring the field to cancel these notices when 
Security Index cards are cancelled .
